"I stopped in Naples on my way borne 


and it is my opinion that the Italians 
are pro-Japanese. 


"The Macedonian question has quiet- 


ed down since Russia's hands are tied 
in the East. 


'It Is a significant fact that within 


the last six month* pi*so the Bulgarian 
Constitutional Assembly; instead of be- 
ing pro-Russian has become pro-Bulga- 
rian. It is now Bulgaria for the Bulga- 
rians, instead of Bulgaria for the Rus- 
sians. 
' 


"If this to to be one of tbe results ob- 


tained from the war-between -Russia 
and Japan, I look upon that war as 
clearly worth while. 


"The main diplomatic question we 


have with Turkey," he said, "is wheth- 
er American schools, established many 
years ago,-and which have been "con- 
ducted without interruption, generally 
speaking, shall nave an Imperial firman 
—that Is, a kind of a Government con- 
cession. The Turks do not wish to take 
any action In tbe matter. They say: 
Tour schools haven't been disturbed 
yet; wait tin they have been and then 
demand something.*" 


"We are doing a great deal of busi- 


ness with Turkey, commercially and 
otherwise. There i»aa been a remark- 
able increase In the last five/years, both 
in the Imports of American goods and 
to the exports to this country, and the 
growth' of commerce is dependent upon 
peaceful relations With the Turkish 
Government. For this, reason I hope 
the present differences wfll be adjusted 
without serious friction."

-I doubted. ; A previous- experience 
months ago with Pokltflow, the man 
who financed the Russo-C&inese Bank 
throughout the Far East, had taughl 
me to distrust the candor .and honest 
expression-of all Russians speaking for 
their government. When a man leaves 
the presence of another filled with the 
idea that he has looked down. Into the 
soul of that other and on subsequent 
resection is convinced that he has been 
willfully deceived as to: the proper 
point of view, he naturally .suspects the 
sincerity of all other men whose mo- 
tives, may be Inspired similarly. 
It was with misgiving that I asked 


General Desslrio for an audience. The 
promptitude with which my request 
was granted did not reassure me. The 
courtesy with which'I was received 
when I called was nothing more than 
what I had been accustomed to receive 
at the hands of the Russian officer and 
the Russian gentleman in all my Inter- 
course with himV 


However, I had a duty to perform 


and I plunged boldlyv resolved that I 
would press my Inquiries home as an 
.Inferior swordsman 'strives to pass the 
guard of a master of. arms. 


I spoke of Kulianchang—not sparing- 


ly nor in palliation, but bluntly and 
with the conviction that it was a Rus- 
sian disaster, the moral effect of which 
was Irremediable. 
General Desslno 


startted me with his reply: * 


"A stupid blunder." 
Tbe clear, blue eyes of the Tsarti

On July 31st a number of changes 


are to be made in'the force of the: 
Custom House;- These changes are 
brought -about primarily, because of 
slack timei but a change In the char- 
acter of the vessels visiting this port 
Is largely'responsible' for it: Such ves- 
sels as the Korea, Siberia, and Mongo- 
lia require only the same dumber ot 
•«» - 
Inspectors- on guard duty' around them 
as a smaller vessel would and each of 
those large vessels cuts down the num- 
ber of smaller vessels calling 'here and 
Incidentally the number of men need- 
ed for guard, duty, . Few sailing ships 
from foreign countries are now visiting 
Honolulu; and so the-" force needed In 
the Custom House, according to Uncle 
Sam's .strict business ideas, must be 
shaved down. 
. 


It Is stated that on the last day of 


next month three day inspectors, two 
nlght'inspectors, and four or five clerks 
are to be discharged from the Custom 
House. It Is not known yet who an 
the men are who are to go. 


Collector of Customs £. R. Stackable, 


(When interviewed concerning .the mat- 
ter yesterday, admitted:that some men 
were to be. dropped from the Custom 
louse pay roll at the end of July 
said: . ."Owing to the lack of hi 
and shipping the conditions In this:

I understand that there are 
houses idle all over town, but the de- 
mand with me seems to be in- the way 
of new 'houses, and especially those of 
the "Campbell" -design. They comprise 
all modern Improvements, whereas 
many of the bouses lying idle need- 
many of the modern appurtenances to 
make them habitable according to pres- 
ent ideas. There is not a house Jit 
Honolulu that I have bunt that is va- 
cant Even as hard as times are re- 
ported I have people watting for 
houses, I am getting about $10 'more 
for my houses than many ether owners 
of houses of like dimensions."

I understand that there are 
bouses idle all over town, but the de- 
mand with me seems to be in- the way 
of new houses, and especially those of 
the "Campbell" •design. They comprise- 
all modern improvements, whereas 
many of the houses lying Idle need 
many of the modem appurtenances to 
make them habitable according to prev- 
ent ideas. There is not a house in 
Honolulu that I have bunt that is va- 
cant; Even as hard as times are re- 
ported I have people waiting for 
louses^ I am getting about $10 'more > 
'or my houses than many other owners' 
Of houses- of like dimensions,"

While no appreciation-: of any security is recorded aitd the deals-are 
but small ones, in view of the frequent blank reports of the recent pjst the jnere 
movement indicated by such a number of separate share-handlings jooy be recog- 
nized as one of those "small mercies'' for which we are told we should be thank- 
ful There is a peg for comment id the largest of these deals—namely, 100 Kihei 
(par value $50) at $5. With the actual status of Kihei in view, the price men- 
tioned is a mystery thajt, could it be- solved, ought go far toward clearing away 
the niists of a generally mysterious situation. Kihei's bonded indebtedness has 
been wiped out-and on the present croo of .the plantation there is a clear profit 
of $60,000. Why its stock "should change bands at one-tenth par value tinder 
such circumstances is a riddle that, for the'present/-no attempt will here be 
made to interpret 
., 


Suffice tit to say, Kihei is but one item in a general condition of sugar 


securities about which the town is becoming more and more agitated. There is 
murmuring, loud' and -widespread, in the community regarding that condition, 
add blame is unsparing but variously fixed jopon those supposed to be responsible 
therefor. Ime complaint is directed at the brokers. They are said to permit 
quotations of certain shares to go forth .upon the Stock Exchange list at con- 
siderably lower figures than •such shares can be bought for. It is urged that 
this practice has a depressing influence and that it might be avoided if the 
brokers acted more in concert with each other. Similar lack of coordination 
between the banks is also a subject of complaint The sentiment is .expressed 
that local bankers, as the real masters of the situation, are individually obeying 
the maxim, "Every man for himself and the devil take the hindmost" They 
might if they would, it is contended, do much to ease the situation if they only 
put their heads together to work out a definite^ plan for restoring confidence 
•and credit

of Agriculture and Forestry along with Ms lieutenant 
For twelve yeari past 


Mr. Craw has* superintended the quarantine uof plants at San Francisco for the 
Board of Agriculture of California. He. is generally acknowledged to be without 
a superior for such service in the United States. Pro! Koebele, chief entomolo- 
gist of the, Hawaiian Government, has" for years consulted Mr. Craw in the 
matter* of introducing antidotes to insect pests and plant blights into these isl- 
ands.' All of the consignments of such material sent; here by Pro£ Koebele 
while conducting his quests in North and South America have come through 
Mr. Craw's hands.

To procure Mr. Craw's services it was necessary to offer him more than the 


salary allotted to the position. It is here that the Hawaiian Planters' Association 
showed its, public spirit by undertaking to •contribute the additional $2000 for 
making up Mr. Craw's salary. The engagement of such an eminent specialist as 
Mr. Craw for the service mentioned cannot fail to have a good effect upon Ha- 
waiian agricultural securities. There is no,doubt at all that exaggerated reports 
of the ravages of the leaf hopper have materially injured Hawaii'on the main- 
land. While it is equally certain that the pest has done quite top much damage, 
its insidious introduction will prove not an.-unmixed evil since it has awakened 
the Government Sn'd the planters to thcrliiecesshy of more strictly than ever 
guarding Hawaii's shores from such visitations.
